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EIGHT DAYS LATER NEWS FROM CALIFORNIA. 
Stoppage of the Pony Express. 

The U. S. mail steamship Panama arrived 
at her dock at Esquirrialt, about 9 o'clock 
on Thursday mcning. Wo hava dates from 
• California to June 1st— eight days later than 
those brought by the Pacific. 

California, 
The Indian war ut Washne seems to engross the 
attention of journalists. Volunteers and regular 
troops have been dispatched from Carson City to 
punish the savages'. Some slight skirmishing had 
taken place, during which five Indians and a great 
chief was killed. News of a battle was hourly 
expected at Virginia City. A card from San Fran- 
cisco merchants, addressed to the citizens of that 
place, calls for aid to prosecute the war vigorously. 
Somo decisive news may bo expected by the next 
steamer. 

A gambler, named Harry Dane, was killed on 
the yOth May, at Carson City, by one Martin Wal- 
ton, by knocking him down with a six-shooter 
and afterwards shooting him in the head. The 
affair grew out of a gurac of cards. "Walton es- 
caped. 

The work of taking thn census for I860 was 
commenced on June 1st. The result will probably 
show that Sun Francisco contains ono hundred 
thousand people; and '-'ollforiiin •>"' f_ " - 
million of inhabitants, all told. 

Decidedly the worst piece of news is that of the 
stoppage of the Pony Express, on account of the 

Indian difficulties In Washoe. One of the ex- 
presses at last accounts, was three days overdue, 
and fears are entertained for the safety of the 
messenger. 

A man named Trench Pete, well known in the 
criminal annals of California, and an escaped con- 
vict, was shot on the night of the IZUl Of .May, at 
Carson City, by a gambler named William Brown. 
The ball from a navy pistol struck him under the 
right eye, producing instant death. 

William Koehue was killed by Ludwlg Hartwig, 
May 23d, at Jacksonville. Oregon, by two stab, 
with a dirk knife In the left breast, and one in the 
heart. He died in five minutes. Hartwig is in 
prison. The stabbing took place in trontofthe 
El Dorado Saloon. 

Ocn. Clark received in San Francisco on the 
night of May 23d a dispatch from Capt. Stewart, 
Third Artillery, stating that lliree thousand In- 
dians, in full panoply of war paint, had concen- 
trated at Pyramid Lake. 

Mr. Iloldcn, chief engineer of the steamer Co- 
lumbia, is dead.

A Spanish brig found deserted at sea, and sup- 
posed to be a slaver, was brought into Province- 
town, Massachusetts, on the evening of tho 10th 
of May, by the second mato of tho schooner 
Ilienii. She was furnished with a largo quantity 
of provisions, and lumber for a slave deck. 

Two men have been killed in the States through 
disputes growing out of tho great prize fight. Ono 
yielded up his life on " principle" at New Orleans, 
and the other at Albany, had his breath let out 
through a hole mado in his body by u bowie- 
knife in the hands of a " friend," for expressing 
an opinion favorable to Sayers. 

Nothing later has boon received regarding tho 
affairs of Mexico. 

$'50,000 has been voted by the American Con- 
gress with which to treat the Japanese Embassy 
when tliey arrhe at Washington city. 

Europe. 

The answer of Austria to the circular note of M. 
Thouvenel, of 13th March, on the annexation of 
Bavoy and Nice to France, had been sent to Paris. 
The answer is very similar to the dispatch of Rus- 
sia on tii o same subject. The Austrian Cabinet, 
like that of Russia, docs not raise any objection to 
the fact of annexation, as long lis this annexation 
is represented as being the result of a cession free- 
ly consented to by Piedmont, and not as the effect 
of universal suffrage. As regards the neutrality 
of Switzerland, and the neutralized districts of 
Chablais and Faucigny, Count Reehburg express- 
es a desire that the French Government, in aceord- 
nnce with the promises given by Ml Thouvenel in 
his dispatches, should maintain the guarantees 
stipulated by the treaties. 

A Vienna letter says the Cabinet of Vienna was 
leaving no means untried to draw close to the I 
Cabinet of St. James, and that the latter does not ' 
seem altogether indifferent to the advance made. 
There was much talk ut Vienna of an approaching 
visit of the Emperor of Austria to the Queen of 
England, 

The Krciizzeitung of Derlin also says ! "In well- 
informed circles it 'is believed that a union will he 
effected between England, Prussia and Austria, in 
reference to the threatened interest of Switzerland ; 
bat it is expressly stated that no hopes are enter- 
tained that Russia will join this alliance." 

The Minister if War has commissioned the chief 
of the staff of Ihe corps il'urmco under the com- 
mand of Marshal Canrobert to inspect the fort of 
Raussea on the frontier of Switzerland. 

A letter from Naples states that the combat at 
Palermo was very bloody, most of tho insurgents 
having perished at the barricades. Several monks 
of the Convent were seized and imprisoned. Re- 
inforcements had been sent into Sicily. The com- 
mercial steamboats had been put into requisition, 
and the army III Sicily was to be augmented to 
30,000 men. 

A Congress of the European Powers is again 
talked of. England proposes Brussels as the place 
where it should be held, while France insists upon 
Paris, in which she is supported by Russia.

A French paper manufacturer has invented a 
new pack of playing cards. Each card represents 
some remarkable fact connected with the history of 
Napoleon L or of Napoleon III. All the figures 
are of the same period, the costume is perfect, and 
remarkable for the execution and the brilliancy of 
the colors. The pack of cards is called Cartes de 
I'Erc Imperiate, In place of kings there are lour 
emperors, including the Prince-Imperial; four 
empresses, including the Empress-Mother. In 
place of knaves, four Ilonapartes, brothers of Na- 
poleon I. For aces there ore four islands, vis. : 
Martinique, where the Empress Josephine was 
born, the islands of St. Croix, Elba and St. Hc-

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Legislative Leaps in tha Dark. 

Four more leaps in the dark were tr.kcn 
by our inimitable Assembly at its last sit- 
ting. How many more they will take before 
tliey break their necks, it is difficult to tell. 
The result — but not the exact result— of the 
last wonderful feat, we know. It ad Js pros- 
pectively £1,600, or S8,000, more to the lia- 
bilities of the Colony. Four parltiors are to 
divide it as follows : Provincial Secretary, 
£500 per annum ; Attorney General, £300 ; 
Treasurer, £400; and Surveyor General, 
£400. With what wa3 voted for Governor 
and Chief Justice, the Civil List stands at 
£3,200, or $16,000, Six leaps in the dark 
by an Assembly are equal, therefore, to a tax 
of S3 20 on each man, woman, and child in 
the colony. 

' Whether troubled with the stings of an 
uneasy conscience for obstructing business; 
or whether to lower " tlio minister of an 
hour" in his own estimation, and in the 
opinion of tho House and country, and thus 
ignore his leadership, or not, we shall not 
take upon ourself to say ; but the fact is no 
less remarkable, that the Speaker— so well 
known for political somersaults— has turned 
another by springing a resolution in Cotn- 
mittoe of Supply to su.-pend payment of 
the Civil List, or. more properly, not agree 
to pay it till tho Crown lands and minerals 
are transferred to the colony. We concur. 
The Reform party have all along contended 
for the principle; and the leader in abeyance 
of the Obstructives, admits it. Some .hopes of 
Helmcken's reformation consequently exist ; 
and should he be unfortuuate enough to 
apostatize, some benevolent legislator will 
probably use means for his final salvation. 
In this case, however, he is like many other 
sinners, who finding that they could sin no 
longer, make a virtue of necessity : say 
« Lord have mercy on us," and Elijah-like go 
right up to the Reformer's Heaven. Of that 
other notability, "His Excellency's Minister 
of an hour," how is ho fallen ! Like the 
courtiors of Canute, who tried to flatter him 
that he cnuld stop tho tide ; but when the ex- 
periment was tried it failed, and tho folly was 

attempted it the experiment failed ; and 
yet never more conspicuously than when he 
attempted to defeat the suspending clause 
introduced by Ilelmcken. His inimitable 
colleague, Mr. Franklin — ; he honorable gen- 
tleman who admitted that the oaths com- 
mittee left a reflection on his character — 
first indignantly opposed the suspending 
clause, and then afterwards " was most 
happy " to concur with it. Inimitable sil- 
ver-tongued Franklin, thy price as an India- 
rubber man is beyond value. We suggest 
a special act to put the mummy and him in 
a museum, with tho amorous-haired mem- 
ber as showman. It might he unfair to con- 
clude that the Attorney-General's opposi- 
tion was founded on a fear that tho transfer 
of Crown Lands was somewhat distant or 
uncertain, and that the fat salary promised 
aim would be long deferred ; but We WOUld 
like to know, by bis own line of argument, 
if it were dangerous to give men office with- 
out a salary, what serious injury ho has 
suffered, except to damn his reputation? 

So far as tho letter and spirit of tho sus- 
pending clauso to the Civil List goes, it is 
very well ; but it is but a leap in the dark. 
No member of the Assembly has offered any 
statistics to show the ability of the country 
to meet the Civil List, and tho incidental 
expenses of 1860. No attempt has been 
made. No one knows whether the colony is 
in debt or Out of debt. No ccnol usivo state- 
ment of the public accounts have been 
given. The conduct of the Assembly is like 
that of a man who proposes to employ a 
gro.it number of servants, and surround 
himself with a groat many nsoeSMry and 
luxurious OOmfortS, ami )et does not know 
whether he is solvent or insolvent; whether 
ho has or has not resources to meet the BX« 

penditura for his proposed establishment, 

Everybody might be comforted with matri- 
mony and £1,000 a-year, were it possible to 
build OSStlei in the air. or on earth, before 
Counting the cost. And what else is being

The six reformers have dono their duty. 
They have done everything that honest and 
capable public servants could do, to define 
beyond contradiction our fiscal condition, 
before "building castles in the air;" and 
were it not for the desertion of a seventh, 
whose violated pledges will yet call down 
upon his devoted head the scalding tears of 
pity and abhorrence from the salt springs of 
Vancouver Island— they would ere this 
have fathomed the sea of uncertainty over 
which the ship of State has been drifting 
without compass or chart, and brought her 
to anchor in u safe haven, or known the 
reason why. But the majority of one — 
made up by bogus voters, Yankee darkoys — 
not English voters, mark you — prefer to 
legislate by leaps in the dark, in order to 
hide dark deeds either uf omission or com- 
mission. Nothing, it appears, but a popular 
outburst will either force them to do or dis- 
solve; and the dOi,;cr the popular storm 
breaks, the sooner will the country flourish. 
The sign of its coming has appeared as a 
small speck above the political horizon. 

Esuuimalt Lioht-IIocsk.— This light-house 
is now completed, except tho lantern, which is 
daily expected from England. The design was 
made by Mr. Tidieman, of the Surveyor-General's 
office, and the light-tower and house for the keep- 
er, erected by Mr. John Wright, the well-known 
architect. It is built on Fisgiiar'd Island— a small 
rocky island, with an area of about an acre— situ- 
ated on the left hand at the entrance to Esqui- 
mau harbor. Tho foundation of the tower and 
keeper's house is laid in solid masonry, on tho 
summit of the island, at an elevation of about 30 
feet above the water. Tho tower itself is 47 feet 
high, and when surmounted by the lantern, which 
will bo 18 feet high, the elevation of tho light 
ubovo the water will be ninety live tect. The 
tower, at the base, is 13 feet; at the top, 12 
feet in diameter, and is built at the northwest 
comer of tho keeper's house, penetrating into it 
about four or five feet. The base is solid granite, 
two feetJliick ; above is built of hard briok, the 
walls foffr feet thick ; and the top is also capped 
with granite ten inches thick, by four feet wide. 
The keeper's house is built entirely of brick, ex- 
cept the shingled roof; is two stories high, contains 
two rooms on each flat, 18 x 14 feet, besides the 
entrance. Tho keeper's house is well plastered 
end finished. From tilt second story is the en- 
trance) to the tower, in which is a circular stair, 35 
feet high, made of cast iron, lillinj; exactly the 
hollow in the tower, which is 5 feet iu diam- 
eter. The design of this stair was made by 
Mr. Wright, and was cast at San Francisco, 
where Mr. W. received $300 for the pattern. 
There is no stairs of a similar kind on the conti- 
tinent, except at Toronto. It certainly reflects 
great credit on the designer, and to sec it will 
amply repay a visit to the light-house. The scene 
from the top of the tower is admirable; com- 
manding u view of EsquimaU harbor ; looking 
genesa light, and westerly to tha light-house, now 
being erected nt Race Hock by Mr. Morris, Civil 
Engineer. The light cannot fail to be of great 
service to vessels bound outwards from Puget 
Sound, as well as those bound fur this port. 
There is no water on the island ; but as the island 
is only a few rods from the shore, it will be easily 
-supplied from a rivulet near Judge Cameron's 
residence. The work and material arc both of a 
substantial character, particularly the tower, 
which w ill endure for a century without any serious 
injury, file contract for tho erection of the 
tower and keeper's house was taken by Mr. Wright 
for £2700 sterling ; and the foundation, being ex- 
tra, will cust about £300 more, for blusiing and 
masonry, which will make a total of £3000, What 
tho lanterns will cost we have been unablo to learn. 
In 1850, the Home Government appropriated £7000 
for the construction of the two light-houses— one 
on Fisgaard Island, and tho other at Race Rocks. 
Of this sum, £3300 has bees donated by the lm 
perial Government; the other half to be paid 
luck by this colony and British Columbia, in tho 
proportion ot .£1740 each. It is said that two 
keepers, with their families, are on the way lu re 
from England to take charge of the lights. Were 
the Home Government expected to pay their sala- 
ries, it might be very well ; but the dispatch an- 
nouncing the appropriation stated that these 
colonies would have to find means for the ordi- 
nary support of the lights. In that case, we ought 
to have had the right to si leot the keepers, as there 
are many persons Here just as well qualified as any 
that can'be imported from England.

Later from China. 

By the arrival >>c Esquimalt, on Thursday, of the 
fast-sailing American ship Lawson, Cnpt. L. L. 
Watts, in 6-1 Jays from Hongkong, we have been 
placed in possession of Into China papers to tho 
12th Apn'i through the courtesy of Messrs. Sam'l 
PricoiyCo. The Lawson left Hongkong on tho 
loth April, and brings 08 Chinese passengers ; but 
no <argo. The Lawson had previously left on 
t hp 28th March, for this port, with 2S0 passen- 
|/cT9, but experienced terrific monsoons, making 
no progress, and a number of her water-casks 
having become leaky, on tho 7th April Cnpt. Watts 
thought it advisable to run back to Hongkong, 
refill his water-casks, and wait for the violence, of 
the monsoon to subside. The ship had no sooner 
anchored than 212 of the passengers immediately 
left the vessel with their effects, and next day pro- 
ceeded to Canton The charterer detained the 
vessel until the 15th April, on demurrage, and as 
nono of the passengers returned, Capt. \V. pro- 
ceeded with the remaining number, G8. 

British troops were arriving at Hongkong in 
great numbers, i.nd the barracks were not largo 
enough to hold them. The public square was oc- 
cupied by tents containing the 21st Sepoy regiment; 
opposite to the oity numerous encampments were 
to be seen. 

Both the commanders of the allied forces have 
arrived. The French General has taken up his 
quarters at Shanghae ; and the British commander 
(Sir Hope Grant), was at Canton. 

It was reported in the papers that Gen. Van 
Strausberg, Governor of Canton, was about pro- 
ceeding to England, he having resigned his posi- 
tion. 

Tho government was advertising for ships. 
Three American and eight British vessels had 
"been selected for transporting supplies ; 22s. per 
registered ton per month was the rate paid. 

Freights were brisk and shipping scarce ; 05 
cts. per pieul (133,'ilbs.), was freely ollercd vessels 
to proceed to Bangkok, Siuni, and load with rico 
back to chins. 

The splendid British clipper ship Fiery Cross, 
from Liverpool for Honkong, was totally lost in 
tho China sea, 

The British and French flag-ships were in port 
at Manilla, besides a large number of war vessels 
of both nations. 

At Manilla there was no disengaged tonnago 
and froights were brisk. 

House of Assembly 

ThvhsbaX, June 7, lSa'9. 

House met at 3 u'eclock. Tresenl— Speaker 
Hclmcken, and Messrs. Foster, Green, Gordon 
Crease, Cooper, Waddington, Franklin, Cary, 
Tolmic, Southgate. 

The Speaker stated to the House that he had 
set apart Tuesdays and Thursdays of each week 
for attending to Governmental aifairs j and that 
such business would have precedence on those 
days ; consequently, the Supplies were in order. 

The House went into committee of the Whole 
on the Estimates. Mr. Waddington i". the chair. 

Mr. Hclmcken moved that £500 per annum be 
allowed the Colonial Secretary, in consideration 
of his dsipensing with a c.erk. 

Mr. Cary said it would lie silly to ask the Colo- 
nial Secretary to perform the labors of his ofncO 
without a clerk. The labors were too heavy. 

Mr. rolmio asked if tho Colonial Secretary had 
a salary of .£500 granted, he would be compelled 
to perform all the work himself. That the labors 
were so heavy, he could not see. 

Mr. Foster said it should be understood by the 
members that we were about to vote on the salary 
of tlie Secretary of Vancouver Island, not of a 
Secretary for British Columbia and Vancouver Is- 
land too. The immense number of dispatches go- 
ing to and coining from the Homo Government 
would amount to about o;i« a month each way. 
As for the Colonial Secretary not being able to 
copy ono or two dispatches u month, ho thought 
it strange. 

Mr Cary.— The gentleman says one dlsnatch is 

fttit a month to the H'une Government 'i he San 
•luan question alone called for fifty a month. The 

gentleman forgets his position. Tho assumption 

of one dispatch a month is baseless. 

Mr. Foiier.— I would merely ask whether it is 
supposed one Colonial Secretary does all the work 
which the hon. member says is performed in his 
orlice? With regard to my forgetting my position: 
I beg to say I fully understand it, and I shall not 
yield that position lo the opinion of any one mem- 
ber. 

Mr. Crease said the colony could not afford to 
pay a first- class man a lirst-class sal.iry. Give a 
good uiau as much as we can afford, and when we 
arc able, pay him an increase. This is a young 
country, and it demands the energy of all its otli- 
eials. For the present, we must fall ill with the 
views of tho hobi member from Esquimalt. 

Mr. Carv.— Give tho Colonial Secretary a smaller 
salary ! but give him assistance to perform his 

Mr.Crease said that £500 would pay the Colo- 
nial Secretary well fur performing the duties of his 
oflicc. How is it that the whole wurk now per- 
formed by bo large a staff of officials was perform- 
ed by fire or six du ing the rush here in 1858. 

Mr. Carv said that the work had never been 
performed"; everything was in a chaotic mass of 
confusion which would almost break one's heart 
to look at; criminals who had been clapped in jail— 
seat to the chain-gang— [Cries of "question" here 
interrupted the lion, gentleman in nils remarks. J 

Mr Franklin looked npon the position of Colo- 
nial Secretary as ono of the most important in the 
Colony.

The hon. member,^ the conclusion of his remarks, 
gave notice that a the end of the voting on Esti- 
mate No. 1, he Ljtonded proposing a simple but 
singular resolutj ». 

Mr Waddlngfa said he was perfectly astonished 
to hear the— 1r ir ks that fell fro, a the lips of the 
hon. member,-,)!- Victoria, [Mr. Cary,] about the 
inuiit ine bJftmnt ol labor which the Colonial Sec- 
retary worj'd have to perform. As to these large 
and volur.inous dispatches, there are only about 
six linu" n the page. He would say, however, 
that thj Colonial Secretary should be well paid ; 
and ; he is to have a clerk, he should be salaried 
a Government, and not by the Secretary. A i 
far as the work is concerned, there is BO confiden- 
tial clerk In town that docs not perform twice the 
amount of labor that will be performed in the Sec- 
retary's offico for years. But he wished to see a 
man occupying the position well paid. 

Mi Gordon Doped the House would come to pome 
decision on the matter, and not wasto so much 
time on tli c subject in debate.

Tho Chnirman announced that tho House had 
now arrived at tho end of Estimate No. 1. 

Mr Helmcken then introduced his resolution, 
which reads as follows : — ' "' 

Resolved,— That tho Civil List, contained in Es- 
timate No. 1, as amended in committee, be paid 
from the time when the Crown lands and the entire 
revenue of the Colony aro placed under the control 
of the Legislature of the Colony. 

The hon. gentleman, in introducing the resolu- 
tion, said tho former parliaments had labored 
under great difficulty in having no control over 
the crown lands. As soon as the lands are placed 
in the hands of the Assembly, the House will be 
very like the House of Commons in England. 1 
am of opinion that ns soon as our decision is ar- 
rived at. His Excellency will say to us, adopt any 
land measure you please. I believe if any hon. 
member will bring in u measure to take the lands 
in charge, they will bo granted us at once. I be- 
lieve the colony is entirely clear of any debt. I 
shall go on believing that we are treading on safe 
and solid ground. 

Mr. Foster— The resolution is a very important 
one. It has been one of the main points which 
have been urged time anil tiino again. We have 
been feting in a blind manner all along; and we 
have made a great mistake in considering these 
Estimates at all. In the Governor's speech ho 
promised ns the control of his lands, and he dare 
not break his word. I conceive that this resolu- 
tion is a highly necessary ono, and I give it my 
most cordial support. 

The chairman here stated that the resolution 
was not in order) and 

Mr. Crease hoped the committee would not rise 
until every member had made known his views on 
the subject in writing, in order that no mistake 
might hereafter arise. 

Mr. Cary thought the committee should riBc 
and report progress on the Estimates, nnd go 
again into committee on the resolution. 

Alter some discussion, the committee rose nnd 
reported progress; and on motion, the House 
went into committee on Mr. Helmcken's resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Crease said a great deal of time might have 
been saved the House, and public business expe- 
dited, if the hon. gentleman (Mr. Helmcken) had 
entertained the same views when we first sought 
for information on the lands. 

Mr. Cary said the opposition had been tying 
itself into knots when there was no occasion for 
it. The only question was whether we should 
grant the Civil List before or after the lands were 
given us. 

Mr. Foster said the action of the government on 
the matter of the lands would seem as if it had said : 
" Vou shall do what you have been ordered fiirst, 
and when you have done that, you shall have an 
insight Into your affair." However, 1 most de- 
cidedly second the resolution of the member from 
Esquimalt. [t is tho very thing we have been 
working for all along. 

Mr. Franklin said that he too had been striving 
to get this resolution beforo the House from the 
very first. 

The question was then put and carried unani- 
mous y. 

The Chairman.—" All's well that ends well." 

A motion to adjourn was withdrawn to allow 
Mr. Cary to introduce a bill for the protection of 
the members of the Firo Department of Victoria, 
The bill provides that all firemen aro to register 
their names; and all registered firemen are to bo 
allowed to pull down or remove any property they 
may think tit to stay a conflagration. As the mat- 
ter stands at present, if firemen pull down even a 
fence, they aro liable to prosecution. The bill 
passed to a second reading. 

The House adjourned to Friday at 3 o'clock, r. M.
